Washington Headlight and Equipment |

British Invention 
Eliminates Flywheel, 
Clutch, Differential 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 15.—An 
English inventor has developed a 
gear which does away with the 
engine flywheel, the clutch and 
the differential, according to a 
report from London to the auto- 
motive division of the Depart- 
ment of Commerce. 

The report states that the de- 
vice is entirely mechanical and 
positive in action, allowing no 
friction of any kind. No gears 
are introduced in any part of the 
appliance. The only parts work- 


and Highway Patrol Supervisor Wil- 
liam J. Cole, is empowered to draw 
up specific regulations only gener- 
ally provided for in the code and 
to arrange for enforcement of the 
provisions of the new law. 

At present, the principal concern 
of the motorist is the possibility 
of buying accessories, lights, sig- 
nal devices, safety devices, etc., 
that may have to be discarded 
after December 31. Dealers are 
concerned with the possibility of 
stocking up with accessories that 
may be illegal after December 31. 
The chief task of equipment 
commission so far has been to make 
ready for the state-wide adjustment 
of headlights that will be necessary 
after the first of the year and which 
some statisticians have estimated 
may cost Washington motorists as 
high $200,000. The commission 
has fixed a maximum rate of 75 
cent for headlight adjustments. 
Replacements and mechanical re- 
pairs, which may be authorized by 
the car owner, will be subject to an 
additional charge. 

It is estimated that perhaps more 
than half of the 350,000 cars and 
trucks in the state will not require 
adjustments, but it is expected that 


the 


requirements. 

These meetings are planned by 
the commission with the idea of 
keeping many motorists from need- 
less adjustments and expense, be- 
cause many makes of cars are prop- 
erly equipped and because many mo- 
torists will be able to do their own 
adjusting. 

It is considered quite likely that 
much equipment now on sale in this 
state wili be refused approval by 
the commisison. Sale of equipment 
that has not received approval of 
the commission will be illegal. 

Already the commisison has re- 
ceived many samples of headlights, 
reflectors, lenses, spotlights, signal 
devices, etc., for approval. Wind- 
shield Swipes, brake equipment and 
similar accessories will be subject 
to inspection.

‘Ohio Bus Revenues 
| Fail to Keep Up 
With Expenditures

bp ee Sept. 15.—Passen- 
ger fares charged by Ohio bus 
companies appear to be inade- 
quate to meet operating costs and 
other charges, figures contained 
in the annual report of the State 

Public Utilities Commission indi- 
cate. 

The report, covering operations of 
362 companies, showed revenues for 
the companies totaling $9,.429,- 
699.13, while expenditures, which 
included salaries, wages and office 
expenses, fuel and oil, repairs, re- 
placements, licenses and rents, to- 
taled $9,000,813.19. Taxes alone ate 
up 12 per cent. of income. 

Heads of leading companies point 
out the resson for the apparent 
discrepancies in the changes which 
have come oyer motor bus oper- 
ations in the last few years. Start- 
ng with five-passenger automo~ 
biles for vehicles, most of the com- 
panies have progressed to luxurious
